sist in closing up the houses where 
Stanford White was alleged to have

elaborately 
furnished 
apartments and

Roosevelt transmitted to the senate 
and the house collies of the tariff 
regulations negotiated some time ago 
between the United States and Ger­ 
many, together with a proposed amend- j 
mom to the customs administrative 
act putting the same in force as a 
statute. 
In the senate the message 
aroused 
lively discussion in execu­ 
tive session when it was taken up. 
The rem arks were not addressed to 
the message so much as to the policy 
of considering it in executive session 
as well as the policy of tile president 
in connection with the agreement. His 
course not only in negotiating that in­ 
stru m en t but in proclaiming it to the 
world, as he did last July, was sharp­ 
ly criticised. 
It was declared that the agreement i 
makes changes which are equivalent j 
to legislation and it was pointed out 
that all legislation affecting the thrift 
must under the Constitution originate j 
in the house of representatives.

tention was called to the third section 
of the McKinley law as possibly per­

“ As it is now, anyone desiring to go 
to St. Paul or Minneapolis from the 
country north of Bemidji must ride 
practically the entire day, losing valu­ 
able time that could be saved, was 
there a night train to the cities. 
“ The same is true of Bemidji and the 
towns in the vicinity of Bemidji. 
Be­ 
midji people who go to the twin cities 
can travel either by the M. & I. or the 
Great Northern, southbound, leaving 
Bemidji in the morning and arriving at 
Minneapolis or St. Paul early in the 
evening. 
There is also another route 
open, via Duluth or Crookston. But in 
order to take either of these latter 
routes, one cannot leave Bemidji for 
Duluth later than noon (via Duluth) 
reaching the cities the following morn­ 
ing; and via Crookston, leaving Be­ 
midji at 3:30 in the afternoon, and ar­ 
riving the next morning. 
Either route 
destroys the better part of one-half of 
a day and an entire night, owing to the 
layover at either Crookston or Duluth. 
“ It would be vastly different if a 
night train to the cities could be put on 
the M. & I. The train could leave at 
night and arrive at St. Paul or Minne­ 
apolis the following morning.

was recently at its height, and every 
day big crates of the beautiful para 
site, with its w a x y berries, were ship 
lied out for ea stern points, especially 
from the C h ick a saw nation, to form 
a promin ent part of th e C hristm as dee 
oration in homes all over the country. 
It is generally 
conceded 
that Okla 
bom a 
mistletoe 
is 
th e 
finest 
to 
be 
found a n y w h e re iii th e United Slates, 
and it is doubtful lf the re is any other 
locality w h ere it is so abunda nt. 
It is largely on t h a t account that 
m istle to e was ch osen a s the Horal em 
I dom of tin* territory of O klahom a and 
will probably be reg a rd e d as the em 
Idem of the n ew state, says a special 
dispatch from Guthrie, Okla., to the 
St. Louis Republic. 
It had to contest 
for tile honor with th e p assio n flower 
at the time it w a s chosen, and various 
oth er su b stitute s h av e been suggest 
oil sin ce th a t time. 
T h e re was a se 
rious effort d u r in g O k la h o m a ’s con­ 
stitutional convention to make alfalfa 
th e sta te dower, and n ow a movement 
lias been s ta rt e d In favor of Hie gold 
ennui. 
T h e 
opponents 
of 
th e 
proposed 
c h a n g e point ou t the fac t t h a t Ala­ 
bama. Kentucky, M aryland, Missouri. 
Neb rask a and P e n n s y lv a n ia have a1

blem. 
John 
Golobie, 
editor of 
the 
G u th rie State Register, who led the 
light for the original adoption of the 
mistletoe, is strongly opposed to the 
goldenrod idea an d w a n ts the present 
em b lem retained. 
"As far as the n a tiv ity of the golden­ 
rod 
in 
O klah o m a 
is 
concerned,” 
he 
said, "it cam e here w ith civilization, as 
did the sunflower to K ansa s. 
Iii fact, 
the sunflower is sis n ativ e here as in 
K a n s a s and, to th e grief of farmers, 
Is as nu m ero u s a n d prolific. 
W hy not 
choose the sunflower, since we would 
a t least have to s h a re its worship with 
only one state instead of half a dozen, 
with tile United States thro w n in? 
" I t is different w ith the mistletoe. 
T ho mistletoe does not grow every 
w h ere aud cannot be m ade to grow 
w here it does not choose to grow. 
It 
is native w h erev e r it grows. 
There 
are le u places in the United States, In 
fact, in the world, " fiei-e the white 
berried kind grows. 
It Is conceded bv 
scientists th at the O k lah o m a mistletoe 
is of rare quality an d th e finest in the 
world. 
" T h e s a m e a r g u m e n t used for the 
mistletoe as the floral em b lem of O k la­ 
homa territory holds good for the state 
of Oklahoma. 
Tho 
m a tte r 
was all 
th rash e d out by th e papers at that 
time. 
T he opponents of tile mistletoe 
put tip the passion flower ag a in st it. 
B u t it w as clearly sh o w n th a t an im ­ 
ported flower w ith the sentimental a l ­ 
legory attached th a t it sp ran g from a 
d ro p of blood from th e pierced wound 
of ( ’brist on C a lv a ry 
was 
not e m ­ 
blematic of an y specific quality pos­ 
sessed 
by 
O k lah o m a 
not 
possessed 
elsewhere. 
But the mis tletoe possesses 
such specific qualities native to O kla­ 
h o m a or it w o u ld n ’t h a v e been here 
before th e w hite m a n was. 
"B esides the mis tletoe has the f u r ­ 
t h e r claim th a t it lins not been adopted 
by an y other states, an d in spite of its 
p arasite gro w th it has appealed to the 
h e a r t cf h u m a n ity w ith greater affec­ 
tion tha n any o th e r purely ornam ental 
flora th a t grows, not even the laurel, 
the garland of th e poets, excepted. 
In 
addition to its C h r i s t m a s cheer and its 
propitious influence on lovers, its very 
high bred origin, objected to by its op­ 
ponents. can be tu r n e d into its favor 
by a n atu ra l allegory not yet written. 
W h y ca nnot its spiritual quality be de­ 
noted by tin* very fact th a t it does not 
h a v e to sprin g h u m b ly from the lowly 


earth, but, like the soul of man, IV 
breathed into the body by the spirit of 
the divine. 
"At any rate, like the soul, it is Inde­ 
structible by tile ordinary law s of na­ 
ture. 
It is perennial, and the rigors of 
w inter that, like the angel of death, 
lay all other flowers In their shroud of 
snowy and the winds that blow a chill 
requiem over their dead 
forms, are 
like the worm breath of the resurrec­ 
tion morn to the m istletoe.’’
